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ARCHBALD GUILTY 
N FIVE COUNTS 


Dismissed from Bench 
“High Crimes and 
Misdemeanors.” 


CRUCIAL VOTE IS 68 TO 5 


Sentence Forever Disqualifies 


Him from Holding Offices of 
Public Honor or Trust. 


SOLEMN SCENE 


Verdict Proves Efficiency of Consti- 
tutional Process of Impeach- 
ment, Says Clayton.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The Senate 
to-day in solemn session as a high court 
of impeachment, declared Judge Robert | 
W. Archbald of the Commerce Court} 
guilty on five out of the thirteen articles 
of impeachment against him. Under the 
Constitution a vote of two-thirds of the 
Senators present was necessary to a 
conviction, and on the five sustained 
counts the vote ranged from 6§ to 5 on 
the first article to 42 to 20 on the thir- 
teenth. The Senate then unanimously 
sentenced Judge Archbald to removal 
from office, and immediately following, 
by a vote of 39 to 35, declared him dis- 
qualified forever for any office of honor, 
trust, or profit under the United States. 


The Fatality of Number 13. 


To the very end, the number, 18, proved 
fatal to Judge Archbald. To-day was 
Jan, 13, 1918, and there were thirteen roll 
calls on as many different articles of im- 
peachment. By a strange coincidence the 
Judge was convicted on Article 1, 3, 4, and 
5i—which, when added together, make 13. 
Then, after having been acquitted on all 
the articles from Nos. 6 to 12, inclusive, 
he was convicted on the thirteenth. 

Tho extraordinary simplicity of the 
formalities connected with pronouncing 
the Senate's judgment merely emphasized 
the solemnity with which each Senator 
gave his verdict. Only eight times before 
in the history of the Government had the 
Senate heard articles of impeachment, and 
to-day’s conviction was the third. The! 
three convictions have all been found 
against Federal Judges, though impeach- 
ment proceedings have been brought 
against a retired Senator, a President, 
and a Secretary of War. 

Judge Archbald, who has been almost 
unfailing in his attendance on the judieal 
scrsivns’of the Senate, was not in the 
chamber. He received word of the course 
of the proceedings, however, in a room in 
the Capitol Building set aside for the use | 
of himself and counsel. His wife algo was | 
absent from her accustomed place in the | 
gallery. But the Judge’s son, Robett W. | 
Archbald, Jr., who has assisted in the 
preparation of his father’s case, sat with | 
his associates in the well before the Vice | 
President's desk unmoved throughout the | 
first roll call, and afterward chatted un- | 
concernedly with his associate counsel. 
His younger brother occupied a seat in 
the gallery for a time, but when he at-] 


tempted to take notes as the calling of | 
the roll proceeded, a watchman warned | 


him that he was violating the rules, and} 
he withdrew. 


Senators Showed Nervousness, | 


Fach Senator rose as his name was! 
called and said ‘‘ Guilty” or “‘Not guilty” 
with a deliberation born of the impor-} 
tance of the occasion. Most of the Sen- | 
ators seemed self-conscious as they stood | 
up. Some of them were nervous and got 
on their feet in advance of the time their | 
names were reached on the alphabetical 
list. During the call on the third count, | 
when the voices voting acquittal were few 
and far between, Senator Thornton 
Louisiana voted ‘* Not guilty ’’ and then 
shook himself as if in defiance of the 
overwhelming majority of his associates. |

Paynter of Kentucky. Mr. Paynter is the 
only Democrat in the group. 


Ashurst Always for Conviction. 


Only one Senator voted for conviction 
on all thirteen articles of impeachment. 
That was Henry F. Ashurst of Arizona, 
who calls hiniself the most radical Dem- 
ocrat in the upper chamber. On the tenth 


article, charging Judge Archbald with 
“wrongfully and unlawfully’? accepting 
ndout $500 for a trip to Europe from his 
wife’s cousin, Henry W. Cannon, Mr. 


Ashurst cast the only vote for conviction. | 
Judge Archbald was acquitted on the sec-} 


ond article by a vote of 46 for conviction 
to 25 for acquittal—less than two thirds 
for conviction. On most of the votes 
that acquitted the Judge on particular 
articles he had a safe majority on his 
side. 

Articles 7 to 12 inclusive, on which the 
Senate by heavy votes ordered acquit- 
tals, all had to do with acts of Judge 
Archbald prior to his designation 
Judge of the Commerce Court.

10, 1848, and was gracuated from Yale in 
1871. After leaving the university he be- 
gan the study of law in the offices of 
Hand & Post in Scranton. In 1885 he be- 
came an additional taw Judge in the 
Forty-fifth Judicia] District of Pennsyl- 
vania. In 1888 he was made Presiding 
Judge in that district. He resigned that 
post to become United States District 
Judge in the Middle District of Pennsyl- 
vania in 1901. In December, 1910, he was 
appointed additional United States Cir- 
cuit Judge by President Taft and as- 
signed to the United Stat2s Commerce 


|Court for four years from Web. 1, 1911. 


Judge Archbald lost all the money he 
had inheritee from his father, an engineer 
of the Delaware & Hudson Rallroad, when 
the Amity Coal Company went to the wall 
shortly after his elevation to the bench. 
He held $8,000 worth of stock in this con- 
cern, and when it collapsed he was called 
on to pay its debts, as he was the only 
stockholder who had any money. For his 
part in the transactions of this company

Against Joining with Republicans 
While They Maintain an 
Independent Entity. 


WOULD UNITE ALL FACTIONS 


Not Alone the Bull Moosers and Re- 


publicans Should Be Considered 
in Fight Against Democrats. 


Frank A. Munsey puts forth another 
argument in The New York Press this 
morning for his plan to amalgamate the 
old Republican and the new Progressive 
Parties, with such other factions in the 
political field as can be persuaded to join 
an organized opposition to the Democratic 
Party. 

Mr. Munsey’s first suggestion a week 
ago was in favor of a new ‘“ Liberal 
Party,” and this was later repudiated not 
only by Republican leaders, but by many 
of the men prominent in the organization 
of the Bull Moose Party, including Col. 
Roosevelt. Mr. Munsey, in his second 
article, says in part: 

“It is an easy thing for the man who 
never has an idea, or if perchance he has 
one and hasn’t the courage to put it out, | 
to criticise the idea of the other fellow. 

“The world is made up of two classes— 
the do-somethings and the do-nothings. 
And the do-nothings work much harder 
than the do-somethings in their untiring 
efforts to block the wheels of the do-| 
somethings. 

‘“‘ Anything that is radically new is nec- 
essarily radically wrong. No trail leads 
to the clearing till it becomes a highway. 

‘““T hadn’t a very large measure of con- 
fidence in the idea being graciously and 
favorably received by the Republicans. 
I fancied the Progressives would see in it 
s0me practical common sense. I reasoned 
that a brand new organization would be 
less in a rut, less wedded to name, and 
free from slavery to party traditions. 

‘“‘The evidence, as it comes in from the 
whole country, reveals the Republicans 
as in a receptive mood—anxiously re- 
ceptive, for the most part—for political 
union, if it can be brought about in a 
mutually satisfactory way. On the other 
hand, the Progressives, for the most part, 
to judge from the evidence I have, turn 





a cold shoulder on the idea of amalgama- 
tion of any kind. In their triumph over | 
the Republicans at the polls in Novem- 
ber, and in their zeal for the new party, 
they feel strong enough to go it alone, | 
confident in the belief that recruits in| 
great numbers are sure to flock to them. 

‘*Naturally, two platforms of antag- |} 
onistic parties are bound to vary, but do} 
those two platforms, on the chief essen- | 
tials, vary to such a degree that they 
could not be harmonized without serious 
sacrifice of either? 

“But now that the back of the Repub- 
lican Party has been broken, now that .t 
has been chastened and rebuked for the 
erookedness of its acts under the domi- 
mancy of rottn bosses, are we, as Pro- 

ressives, to hold the rank and file of the 
epublican Party, the innocent voters of 
the Republican Party, men who think on 
il essentials as we think, responsible for 
«he crimes of the men in control of the 
party machinery? 

“But merging with the Republicans in 
@ new party, with good feeling and on a 

latform that would be mutually satis- 
actory, would be quite another matter. 
I-am for this, as I am against fusion 
with the Republican Party while each 
party maintains an independent entity. 

“At most, my suggestion did not go 
beyond the appointment of a National 
conference, to be made up of the two 
parties—a conference to discuss the situa- 
tion and see if the members could get to- 
Gether on a platform that would be mu- 
tually satisfactory to the rank and file 
of the Republicans and to the rank and 
file of the Progressives. 

““We, as Progressives, ought to have no 
concern about our ability to hold our 
own against the Republicans in such a 
conference. I cannot fancy that we should 
be bowled over by them. Moreover, I fan- 
cy that there would be no Barneses, Pen- 
roses, Gallingers, or Cranes in that con- 
ference. They would not be in a con- 
genial atmosphere, and would not be rep- 
resentative of that kind of Republican 
voter who would wish to join hands with 
the Progressive voters. 

“I am not strong, personally, for a 
waiting game. I am not strong for let- 
ting somebody clse do our work. When 
we have work to do. real work, I believe 
in getting at it and doing it, without re- 
gard to what the other fellow may do. 
While I have not an overabundance of 
faith in the _ incoming Administration, 
neverthel:ss, I do not believe it will, or 
a. could, be so bad as to dissipate 

ts overwhelming plurality over all other 
parties.

James Goes to Washington with 
Counsel Furnished by Societies Here. 


Edward Holton James, publisher of The 
Liberator in Paris, who arrived here on 
Sunday to assist his former employe, Ed- 
ward F. Mylius, who jis detained on Ellis 
Island, left last night for Washington to 
see Secretary Nagel and President Taft 


on behalf of his friend. He is accompa- 
nied by Simon O. Pollock, a lawyer of 320 
Broadway, who has been retained by the 
Political Refuge Defense League and the 
Free Speech League to defend Mylius. 
3efore leaving for Washington Mr.

He explained that he wrote the 
libel for which Mylius suffered imprison- 
ment in London, and that the latter was 
wrongfuliy convicted. All he had done 
was to circulate The Liberator {in London.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 13.—‘*t Contem- 
porary of Socrates,’ ‘‘ excitable pedant,”’ 
“follower of Ritschl,’”’ and ‘‘ rank here- 
tic’? were among the names freely ex- 
changed between two factions during a 
great tumult arose to-day at the weekly 
meeting of 
Association. 

The paper of Dr. Milton GQ, Evans, 
President of Crozer Theological Seminary 
and a noted theologist, on ‘** The Deifica- 
tion of Jesus of Nazareth’’ started the 
argument. 

Immediately Dr. Evans had taken his 
seat, the Rev. Edward J. Gwynn of Ei- 
mer, N. J., arose and announced that Dr. 
Evans belonged in the ‘*‘ class of Ritschl”" 
and was practically a Unitarian, as he 
had said in substance that he did not 
believe in the divinity of Christ. 

Dr. Evans said that Jesus was not 
deifled during life and that only after 
death did people worship Him das a God. 

‘Jesus Christ,”’ he concluded, ‘‘ was the 
best man that ever lived.” 

Mr. Gwynn then jumped to his feet, and 
in his attack on Dr. Evans was seconded 
ny several others, who said that Dr. 
Evans’s theory was very dangerous to the 
students in Crozer Seminary. 

The discussion was ended by Dr. 
Evans's statement that ‘‘I am used to 
all this in my students’ classes"’ and his 
prompt withdrawal from the meeting.

“I thank you for your interest in The 
Public Ledger, and I appreciate and sym- 
pafhiz in your point of view. Had The 
Publie Ledger no Sunday issue already es- 
tablished, I probably would not consider 
starting it. 

*“* However, it gives a service to the 
readers that they would not now relin- 
quish. It is not a question of profit with 
me, but of service, and it is my intention 
to render a service that will benefit, not 
iarm, any class of people. Of course, you 
know the work is all done on Saturday 
and Saturday night, and distributed in 
the early morning hours. The habit of 
reading the Sunday newspaper we cannot 
control, but we can control so far as 
The Public Ledger is concerned, the kind 
of paper the public should read, and I 
trust no Public Ledger reader will ever 
nave occasion to object to anything found 
in its columns on Sunday, or any other 
day of the week.”

Slaves, Says St. Louls Judge.

D. Rockefeller, Jr., who has shown his 
interest in the social problem, Judge Karl 


Kimmel to-day wrote that he believed | 


that under a rescue home plan 90 per cent. 
of the women in white slavery would be 


saved. Judge Kimmel presides at the 
Dayton Street Police Court In the last 
year 2,000 such women were arraigned 
before him. 

Judge Kimmel’s letter urged the estab- 
lishment of a rescue home in this city. 

“The great common sense of the plan, 
as it appeals to me, is the fact that these 
women are to come snd go as they see 
fit,’ said the Judge to-day. ‘* They will 


not feel that they are priscners or are} 


closely spied upon. These women for the 
most part are hungry for the trust of 
their fellow-men. Few, I believe, will 
violate it.’

The purchase money was not paid out of 
the contingent fund, but out of a fund 
made up of moneys received for con- 
demned property, and on the order of 
Gov. Dix, Commander in Chief of the 
Guard.

nue and Thirty-fifth Street, New York,

CROSS AND RIVERS READY. 


Boxing Fans Indicate by Betting That 
Neither Is Favorite in To-night’s Bout. 


“s . ’ : 2 : 

With a little light exercise at their re- 
spective training camps yesterday Leach 
Cross and Joe Rivers closed their strenu- 
ous campaigns of training for their ten- 
round bout to-night at the Empire A. C. in 
Manhattan Casino, 155th Street and Highth 
Avenue. Cross slightly moved the bar, 
which had been set at 183 pounds,. when 
he stepped on the scales to see how close 
he was to the stipulated weight. Up at 
Woodlawn Inn Joe Rivers failed to make 
any impression on the bar when he was 
weighed. 

Both boys declared themselves thor- 
oughly satisfied with the conditions. Each 
has $1,000 posted as a forfeit to make 
133 pounds at 9/45 o'clock to-night—a few 
minutes before they answer the opening 
bell—but this is not giving either of them 
any worry as both are close enough to 
weight now to protect the forfeit money. 
Rivers expects to enter the ring at 13 
pounds, while Cross, who cannot go much 
below the Hghtweight mark and remain 
strong, will only be a few ounces under 
this figure. According to the articles of 
agreement they must be inside thé ring 
at 10 o’clock. The management insists 
that the agreement be strictly followed, 
and only three preliminaries will be put 
on previous to the main event. 

The bout gives more promise of being 
a spectacular affair than any contest 
that has been staged here in months, 
Both belong in the top-notch class of the 
lightweight division, and both have am- 
bitions to win the championship. Cross 
is a veteran as compared to Rivers, the 
New Yorker having a boxing record which 
extends back seven years, as compared 
to three years for Rivers. But never in 
his career has Cross boxed so well as 
during the past year, and Rivers will 
need more than youth to swing the honers 
in his favor. Opinion seems to be equally 
divided on the outcome, and whatever 
betting has been done shows neither as 
a favorite. 

Cross has shown his 
lightweight in the Kast. with the excep- 
tion of Jack Britton, who outpointed him 
in a ten-round bout on Oct. 11 last. But 
the dentist was hardly at his best on 
that occasion, because of trouble with the 
Boxing Commission and the consequent 
doubt as to whether the bout would be 
allowed. Matt Wells clearly outpointed 
him a year ago last Summer, but these 
were the only occasions in the past three 
years that any boxer has shown to de- 
cided advantage over the east sider. Dur- 
ing that time Cross engaged in forty- 
three bouts, and forty of these were in 
New ‘York City. The other three were 
in Rochester, Albany, and Philadelphia.

From them 
it has derived an annual profit rising higu 
into the thousands of dollars, taking} 
hitherto the usual ground that it was, 
‘merely business” for a purely com- 
mercial company to supply any legil 
wants of its customers, without regard to 
the wisdom of their purchases. 

The soundness of that position 
hardly been questioned, until 
recently, but new ideas of business 
tegrity and of business responsibility 
now in the air, and this admirable mani- 
festation of scrupulousness is one of their 
results—an even more notable one, 
haps, than was the similar action of many 
newspapers in regard to the advertising 
of secret remedies which preceded it by < 
littie. For newspapers are charged with 
a higher, or at least a more obvious, 
Obligation to protect public interests than 
are the dealers in merchandise appealing 
to more material needs. The reasons that 
influenced the better newspapers, how- 
ever, are making themselves felt in othe 
circles and the Chicago house preseuts 
them fully and carefully in its announce 
ment. 

They are exactly the reasons which any 
doctor would offer, combined with 
added consideration that a business 
jealous of its reputation for giving 
honest return for the money it 
cannot in conscience or even in decency 
sell anything known by it to be worthless 
at best and injurious to health or danger- 
ous to life when not without value. Now 
that one firm has set this most worthy 
example, others, either from awakened 
appreciation of what they have been doing 
or under the compulsion of competition, 
are sure, one after another, just as in the 
case of the newspapers, to fall into line. 
Thus will another deadly blow be struck 
at the miserable exploitation of ignorance, 
and in time even the stores, the 
worst offenders of all, reform.

ART NOTES. 


The exhibition of paintings collected by 
Emerson McMillin is now open at the 
American Art Galleries, and will remain 
on view until the dates of sale, Jan. 20 


21, 22, and The collection includes 


foreign and American schools, and old 
and modern masters, but the weight of 
interest is thrown on the pictures of the 
“Men of 18350,"’ and the Americans. 

In the lower gallery is the large ‘ Or- 
pheus and Eurydice,” by Corot. This 
picture went to the Salon of 1865. At that 
time Orpheus was guiding his wife toward 
the living world through a narrow open- 
ing made by two trees. After it came 
back from the Salon it was repainted by 
the artist. The two trees were taken 
out, the drapery of the figures was 
changed to give a greater effect of mo- 
tion, and the disposition of the masses 
of foliage in the larger trees was modi- 
fied toward a larger and nobler arrange- 
ment. The atmosphere in the picture is 
that of mist, Nght and silvery, as Corot 
delighted to paint it; there is a quiet 
pool; there are figures standing in soft 
languor or lying on the ground. he 
audience of Gluck’s Opera might recog- 
nize the Elysian fields as the curtain 
rolled up on the charming second act; 
and it is by no means impossible 
Corot spun this particular invention with 
the thread of an operatic scene. There 
are four other Corots, including the dark 
little classic, ‘‘ Le Matin sous les Arbres.” 

There are four Troyons, one a _ thor- 
oughly characteristic red and white cow; 
there are Duprés, a landscape by Diaz, 
and a ‘** Venus and Cupid,’’ which, accord- 
ing to the catalogue, was a study of the 
nude, made by the artist and kept in his 
studio as a model for the figures that he 
habitually introduced into his pictures. 
There is only one example of Millet, 
‘““The Surprised Bather,’’ a solid little 
nude seen against a strong green back- 
ground. There is one landscape by Theo- 
dore Rousseau, with a tragic sky, and 
there are three Daubignys. 

Among the American pictures are nine- 
teen by George Inness, ranging all the 
way from the rich and mellow ‘* Tenafly: 
Autumn,” a brilllant and fully developed 
example of his latest period to his first 
exhibition picture exhibited at the Amer- 
{ean Art Union in 1846, nearly half a 
century earlier. <A partic ularly striking 
example of the later years is that pur- 
chased from Mr. Inness by the congrega- 
tion of the Central Church, Chicago, for 
presentation to the Rev. Newell Dwight 
Hillis when he resigned his charge there. 
No artist more than Inness completely 
changed his style from complexity to 
simplicity, and from heterogeneity to 
homogencity, yet, as one follows a series 
of his works that mark the various stages 
of his evolution, the logic of the change 
and its underlying naturalness become 
apparent. One picture in the _ present 
group, dating from the year 1882, is un- 
usual in composition, show ing a cluster of 
figures carried quite as far as the land- 
scape toward completion and charmingly 
painted with the union of freshness and 
vigor characteristic of the artist in hls 
happiest mood. Alexander Wyant is an- 
other American painter who is Nberally 
represented, and there is every prob- 
ability of lively competition among the 
collectors who care increasingly for 
Americana. Besides these dlassic masters 
are others of whom the examples are un- 
re fine. It is many a long day, for 

xample, since we have seen so erisp and 
ealreanian a painting by Leonard Ocht- 
man as. the one called ‘* Moonlight 
Shadows ’’—a little group of buildings, 
red and gray or white, well placed in a 
broad landscape on which the light falls 
softly, yet with the lucid definition of 
shadow peculiar to moonlight. There are 
excellent pictures, also, by F. Ballard 
Williams, William Keith, Carleton Wig- 
gins, J. Francis Murphy, George Gardiner 
Symons, and Ben Foster, among many 
others included in a catalogue of two 
hundred and thirty-eight numbers.

Prospects of the Graduate in 
the Profession Are Good. 


Stevens Institute of Technology, 
Hoboken, N. J., Jan. 13, 1913, 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The future of a young man in the en- 
sineering profession is made the subject 
of inquiry in your columns. I would like 
to make a reply the results of 
an investigation which I have made of 
the careers of graduates in mechanical 
enginecring. The graduates were all from 
One college, whose aim been tv give 
a thorough training in the sciences under- 
lying the engineering professions—the 
first college in America to give the de- 
Sree of Mechanical Engineer. The work 
done by each graduate during the preced- 
ing thirty considered, there 
being 1,039, Whom seven-tenths were 
personally known to the writer, and the 
work of perhaps one-fifth more was @ 
matter of record and generally known. 

The results of the investigation showed 
that five years after graduation a ma- 
jority of the young men were occupying 
positions of distinction—positions 
that required evidence ability and 
leadership in order attained. Many, 
even at this early stage, had reached posi- 
tions of marked distinction. At the end 
of tifteen years more than nine-tenths of 
the graduates had reached positions that 
entitled them to be ranked among the 
successful. Of all the graduates about 
porter newer settled into executive or man- 

serial positions, nearly all in engineering 
or commercial manufacturing lines; 
per cent. into broad technical positions, 
such would be represented, 
ample, by consulting engineers, 
sors, &c.; 11 per cent.

Mr. Josef Lhévinne compelled some re- 
visions of the estimate of him as a pian- | 
ist by his recital yesterday afternoon in| 
Aeolian Hall. He had appeared but once 
before in New York this season, when he 
played Tschaikowsky’s concerto. It has 
not been possible in the several years in 
vhich he has been playing in New York 
to find imaginative flight in much of his 
performance, notwithstanding its many 
extraordinary excellencies. Yesterday he 
showed a warmer feeling and a firmer 
grasp in the purely musica qualities of 
what he was playing than he has before. 
There was a poetic touch in more than a 
little of it, and there was a sense of the 
larger proportions in the greater pieces of 
his programme, in which this is an imper- 
tant elemaent. His tone, too, seemed even 
more beautiful in its bigness, roundness, 
and fullness, of greater variety in its tints 
and shades, though this has been a feature 
of his playing that has always been ad- 
mired. 

In short, Mr. Lhévinne seemed _to have 
made an uppreciable step forward toward 
the higher qualities of musicianship. With}

Preparing for Rainy Days.

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The entire question of the limitation of 
the liability of the White Star Line, or 
the Oceanic Steam Navigation Company, 
Limited, for damage incurred through 
the loss of the Titanic has been raised by 
an answer filed yesterday with the Ied- 
eral District Court to the petition of the 
Oceanic Steam Navigation Company by 
Harrington, Bigham & Englar of 64 Wall 
Street, as attorneys for Mary A. Holver- 
son. This raises the question whether 
the White Star Line comes under the 
British or under the Amerfean adiniralty 
law, ah issue which will also be raised in 
the appeal of A. Leonard Brougham, at- 
torney for Mrs. Natsch, to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals against the decree of 
Judge Hough fining him $200 for con- 
tempt of court in that he entered sult 
against the Oceanic Steam Navigation 
Company in the State court, contrary to 
the injunction of the Admiralty Court. 

It is of supreme importance to the 
claimants against the White Star Line 
whether it be held that it is responsible 
under the British or under the American 
admiralty law. According to the former, 
which is quoted in the answer of Mrs. 
Holverson, the liability for loss of life 
from a marine disaster is limited to about 
$75 per gross ton of the steamship, which 
in the case of the Titanic amounts to 
about $3,000,000, and for damages to 
property to about $40 per gross ton. Un- 
der the American law the damages are 
limited to the passage moncy collected 
for the particular voyage and the value 
of the salvage, which in the case of the 
Titanic amounts to about $93,000. 

Mrs. Holverson in her petition points 
out that the Oceanic Steam Navigation 
Company is_a company organized under 
the laws of Great Britain and Ireland and 
had been at all times an English resgis- 
tered company, operating as a common 
carrier of goods and passengers for hire 
between various ports of the British Isles 
and other parts of the world. Moreover, 
the Titanic was a British vessel, hailing 
from the Port of Liverpool and duly regis- 
teréd as such, pursuant to the luws of 
Great Britain and Ireland. 

It is also asserted that the loss of the 
Titanic was due entirely to the ‘* wrong- 
ful und tortuous acts, faults, and_negli- 
gence of the Oceanic Steam Navigation 
Company, its officers, agen.s. and serv- 
ants,’ and it is specificilly contended 
that she was wnseaworthy in that her 
transverse bulkheads were too low and 
her coal bunkers improperly placed; that 
she was insufficiently provided witna life- 
bouts and other life-saving equipment; 
that her lookout men were not furnished 
with binocular glasses, and that she was 
negligently and recklessly navigated in 
that she proceeded after nightfall at a 
speed exceeding 20 knots ‘per hour after 
the receipt of warnings that icebergs and 
icéfields were ahead and near the track 
she was following. 

Moreover, it is alleged that J. Bruce 
Ismay was aboard and tnat he had full 
knowledge of and ‘was privy to each and 
every one of the faults set forth.

WANT PELHAM BAY 
SWAMPS CLEANED | 


Residents Say Mosquitos Have 
Infested Large Areas and 
City Should End Nuisance. 


LAND TO BE RECLAIMED 


Health Department Funds to 
Clean Up Staten Island and Queens, 
but None for the 


Has 


Bronx. 


Residents of that section of Westches- 
ter County which is in close proximity 
to Pelham Bay Park in the Bronx, 
swampy region notorious as a breeding 
Place for mosquitos, have started a cru- 
sade, with the hope that New York City 
will take immediate steps to drain the 
swamp lands and end once for all the 
mosquito nuisance. 

There are about 400 acres of salt 
marshes around Pelham Bay, all within 
the city limits. Further to the north, in 
the towns of New Rochelle, Pelham, 
Larchmont, Mamaroneck, and Rye, all 
just outside the city limits, but the ma- 
jority of whose residents work in the 
city, there are a number of other salt 
marshes. After years of hard work the 
residents of these towns have induced the 
town authorities to appropriate the nec- 
essary money to drain these swamps, not 
only for the purpose of ending the mos- 
quito nuisance but for reclaiming valua- 
ble land as well.

Just what the city intends to do to end, 
or even ameliorate, the nuisance during 
the coming year is not known.

‘In making up the 
budget this year we provided for an extra 
appropriation for the Health De ~partment 
to continue its mosquito exterminating 
work in Staten Island, where experi- 
ments have been going on for some time. 
Certain sections of Queens are also being 
looked after, I belis but I know of no 
plan to include the Bronx in the experi- 
mental territory. If the Health Com- 
missioner feeis that he has money enough 
to start on Pelham Bay Park, I suppose 
he will include it. The whole matter is 
now up to him. The members of the 
Board of Estimate did their duty in get- 
ting the appropriation in the budget. 
More than that they cannot do.”’ 

Controller Prendergast also said he| 
knew of no provision being made for the 
draining of Pelham Bay. 

“IT did not Know the people were wor- 
rying about mosquitos at this time of the 
year,”’ said the Controller, *‘ but, anyway, 
there is nothing before the Board of }¥ 
timate regarding the matter at this time.’’ 

The afflicted people to the north of the 
mosquito breeding bay, who say that not 
a single mosquito missed landing in their 
territory last year after being blown by 
the prevailing southerly winds from the 
city-neglected territory, have started on 
their crusade thus early in the year with 
the hopg that something can be done be- 
fore the coming season gets too far ad- 
vanced. They even have engaged experts 
to go carefully over the ground, with the 
result that it has been figured out just 
how much it will cost an acre to drain 
the swampy land. It all can be accom- 
plished for the small sum of $15 an acre, 
say these experts. 

It is pointed out that the only effective 
remedy is the draining of the land by 
ditches. The sprinkling of oil on the 
water, say the experts, not nearly sa 
effective, and not at all permanent. 

KE .M. Skinnerm, President of the United 
States Drainage and Irrigation Company 
of 17 Battery Place, is one of the experts 
who have looked over the Westchester 
ground. The company has done a great 
deal of mosquito extermination work in 
New York, New Jersey, and Connecticut 
The menace of the mosquito and what 
ean be done to exterminate it is set forth} 
in a phamphlet published by the company.

*“Not until within a very few years has 
any adequate means of relief from the 
mosquito pest been known. It was first 
necessary to learn by careful and patie nt 
investigation their origin, habits. and 
breeding places. It is now definitely es- 
tablished that they breed oniy in wate 
and that the water must be contin some y 
present, stagnant and undisturbed foi 
period of frem eight to fourteen. days (: ye 
cording to condition and temperature 
order to allow them to come to mi ituri ity 

“The first stage, following the « 
posit of the egg upon the water, or tl 
access of water to eggs previously 
posited upon the mud of salt marshes 
is the peculiar habit of salt-marsh mos- 
quitos to lay their egges not in the Wa- 
ter, but upon the mud,) is that of the 
larva or ‘ wiggler.’ In the first few day 
of their existence they are very small, 
the diameter of a threaa, and hardly ai 
tinguishable; but by the time they m4 
nearly full grown they are about a third 
of an inch in length, and their rapid, 
jerky movements, as they dart hither 
and thither, readily betray their prese nee 
and character. If by any mean thi Ww vter 
in which these larvae ar leveloping is 
withdrawn, they cease and afte er 
twenty-four hours cannot ke revived. 
Otherwise they continue to develop, and 
in six or twelve days enter the pupal 
stage, with bodies greatly distended at 
the head. Within twenty-four hours they 
burst the pupa envelope and come forth, 
adult mosquitos on the wing. The prime 
essential for the elimination of the mos- 
quito pest to arrest this process of 
development, Once they on the wing 
the game is lost; they 
Therefore, their breeding 
located and destroyed.
